If there’s anything cooler than 
a cucumber, it m ust be the salad 
m ade of cucumber and salmon 
T he salmon, flaked and

with chopped celery and minced

If congress were to pass a law 
approving fractional coins by Au­ 
gust 1, however, it would be pos­ 
sible to have them ready for Mis­ 
souri on August 27, the date the 
tax law becomes effective,

plans for a coupon system, “We’ll 
issue books of coupons of the to­ 
tal value of a dollar,” he said. In 
these books will be coupons of the 
value of a mill, a quarter of 
cent, and a half-cent and perhaps 
a half a mill.” 
Meanwhile, treasury heads will 
have prepared a complicated die 
to prevent counterfeiting of the 
new coins. The half- 
cent piece 
will be of copper, smaller than a 
penny, and the one-mill coin will 
be of aluminum, about the same 
size as the half cent.

MYSTERY LAKE IN ALASKA 
HOLDS HOARD OF GOLD 


ANCHORAGE. ALASKA, July 
2 0 —A strange glacial lake that 
empties itself is yielding its se­ 
crets to man, but it 
still 
turns

to he in its bed. 
Called Lake St, George, 
this 
vast body of water empties itself 
| each fall and refills during th* 
winter and spring. The basin lies 
i twenty miles south of the Mut-

considered the eighth wonder of 
the world by Alaskan*. 
The gland Jake is twenty-six 
miles long. 400 feet deep. Annual­ 
ly it pours millions of gallons of

Senator T. R. R. Ely of Ken­ 
nett died at his home Monday an 
hour after he

stroke of paralysis as he com plet­ 
ed an argum ent for a motion for 
a new trial in the Dunklin coun­ 
ty circuit court room.

If congress wrere to pass a law 
approving fractional coins by A u ­ 
gust 1, however, it would be pos 
sible to have them ready for M is­ 
souri on A ugust 27, the date the 
tax law becomes effective, 
ac­ 
cording to treasury officials,

however, 
is 
form ing 
plans for a coupon system, “ W e’ll 
issue books of coupons of the to ­ 
tal value of a dollar,” he said. In 
these books will be coupons of the 
value of a mill, a q u arter of 
cent, and a half-cent and perhaps 
a half a mill.” 
M eanwhile, treasury heads will 
have prepared a complicated die 
to prevent counterfeiting of the 
new coins. The half- 
cent piece 
will be of copper, sm aller than a 
penny, and the one-m ill coin will 
be of alum inum , about the sam e 
size as the half cent. The new' 
coins will be put into circulation 
through the banks and the m e r­ 
chants, just as present currency 
and coins are circulated, The one- 
mill piece will be of the sm allest 
denom ination ever coined in the 
United States. No half-cent pieces 
have been circulated since 1857
